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EDITORIAL 


A Very Selective Committee 


The report of the Select Committee on Immigration has caused 
misgivings to progressive opinion in Britain. That Labour MPs could 
put their signatures to such a document, with its sinister implications 
for “‘controlling’’ Black immigration is beyond comprehension, for 
the exercise is by its very essence clearly racialist. 

If all its recommendations were to be implemented not only 
would it ‘“‘control’”’ the dwindling immigration of Blacks and Asians 
(and in the main we are talking of family reunification), but more 
important would also inreality create a life increasingly open to 
official harrasment of Blacks and Asians born in this country, in 
addition to those who have settled here by right. 

. Searchlight has felt for some time that there is a continuing drift 
towards the situation prevailing in certain European countries, where 
permits control the lives of migrant workers, and not carrying them 
can often have dire consequences. 

Anyone who knows about the situation of such workers in France 
is aware of the constant pressure upon their lives. The way in which 
Black and North African workers are constantly pulled up for their 
documents is a way of life. It is a situation that places many migrant 
workers in the clutches of unscrupulous employers who pay them a 
pittance and prevent them seeking the protection of the unions, by 
the threat of losing some of the papers necessary to maintain their 
status. 

Whilst there is a difference between migrant and immigrant 
the implied need to carry means of identification narrows that 
distinction and draws the parallel closer. 

Although this government has rejected some of the proposals let 
no one be under the illusion that another would not rush to imple- 
ment them in full as a sop to the racist clack. 

The whole emphasis of the recommendations is aimed against a 
certain group of immigrants because of their colour, and only lip 
service is played to the need for positive and firm action to combat 
racism in our society. 

But lip service is not enough. It does nothing to stop racist violence 
and intimidation. The government was right to speed through legis- 
lation on child pornography but it seems the Attorney General and 
the Home Secretary do not appear to have the same degree of 
urgency in tackling the greater pornography of racialism. 


A False Equation 


One and one may well make two but fascist and anti-fascist or racist 
and anti-racist just cannot be made to equal anything, no matter how 
good a juggler one may be. 

Even if we place all the editorials and articles recently written, or 
statements by various politicians claiming that those two opposing 
forces are in reality alike, and place them end to end to form a steam 
of single minded verbage, the reality of life would still show the 
impossibility of such an equation. 

Not that such a fact would deter or daunt those who take sucha 
position in order to “prove” that the opposition to racism and 
fascism is a personal feud between the Socialist Workers Party and 
the National Front. 

The truth however is very different. One of the most decisive 
developments in the campaign against the backward fascist and racist 
elements, has been the way it has now extended far outside the left 
and embraces the most diverse democratic organisations. 

The Home Secretary should understand that to equate May Day 
with its message of international brotherhood with the race hating 
National Front is offensive and insulting, particularly in the year that 
May Day becomes a public holiday in Britain. 





THE NAZI UNDERGROUND 


Column 88 was formed around 1970 along para-military lines and ina tight cell structure in order to work 
for the ultimate formation of a united National Socialist (Nazi) Party in Britain. 

In May 1975 Searchlight published the first account of this shadowry and sinister organisation and since 
it is now out of print and we have had many requests for copies of that article we are reproducing it in full. 

We are also in possession of a Column 88 instruction tape probably made in 1971/2, and reproduce a 
transcript which gives a detailed analysis of the organisational form of Column 88 and its objectives. 

There are a number of theories for the origins of the name. One is that in the period prior to the incor- 
poration of Austria into the Third Reich there was a strong Nazi movement in the universities, particuarly 
in Vienna. The government tried to crack down on it and banned the wearing of swastica armbands, and the 
Nazi students retaliated by wearing one with the figures 88 on, which represented the eighth letter of the 





alphabet HH — Heil Hitler. 


Other theories are that 88 is derived from the old runic symbols (see Paul Jarvis story page 13) or that it 
is based on a German Army regimental number that had fought heroically in the First World War. 

We think one thing should be pointed out in connection with the recent letter and parcel bomb campaign 
that Column 88 has claimed responsibility for. For many months, as reported in Searchlight and elsewhere, 
there have been fire bomb attacks on Black, Community and Left bookshops, and they have obviously been 


co-ordinated on a national scale. 


We do not for one moment believe that these terror tactics are unconnected, even though no one has 


claimed responsibility for them. 


Whatever the name used, Column 88 or 11th Hour Brigade; they all come from the same stable, with 


an interchangeable personel. 
Fear and physical intimidation is their aim. 


The British public were startled to learn that a 
well-organised Nazi underground group were 
operating inside this country and were planning to 
hold a celebration on April 20th, the anniversary 
of Adolf Hitler’s birth. 

Searchlight now reveals for the first time the 
story of how these Nazi fanatics work, how their 
organisation is structured, and we uncover some of 
their overseas links. 

Since the Second World War ended in Europe in 
1945 groups of Nazi sympathisers have existed in 
this country. In the period following the end of the 
war some of these groups were brought into 
existence with the help of German prisoners of 
war, who had either escaped and were being 
sheltered by British sympathisers, or who were 
under a non-rigid regime at their POW camps and 
could work on farms etc. Some of the key English- 
men and women involved were pre-war supporters 
of Arnold Leese, who had run the Imperial Fascist 
League and was one of the first people to put 
forward the idea of gassing the enemies of the 

_ racist states. He was later to be the guiding light to 
Colin Jordan. Leese himself was gaoled at one 
point for harbouring two escaped Waffen SS men. 


According to a senior officer of Column 88, under- _ 


cover Nazis had infiltrated various groups on the 
extreme right and by 1960 were well entrenched 
inside both the National Labour Party and the 
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White Defence League. Officers of both groups 
included men who are today leading organisers of 
the National Front, like John Tyndall and John 
Bean. Jordan was the leader of the White Defence 
League. Not only had they been infiltrated but 
were working to a brief to bring about the for- 
mation of the British National Party and later on 
the National Socialist Movement. 

During 1962 when the National Socialist Move- 
ment had brought their uniforms, jackboots, para- 
military manoeuvres and swastikas into the open, 
one of the men who was to take one of the leading 
parts in the Nazi underground at a later stage, came 
into the public view. He was Peter Ling, who at 
that time was living, as was Colin Jordan, in 
Coventry. When Jordan was sent to prison with 
Tyndall for their para-military group ( Spearhead) 
activities, Ling became the acting Chairman of the 
National Socialist Movement but then dropped out 
of sight. 


In 1963 he was again in the news when the Daily 
Mail ran a story of bomb practices in the New 
Forest, in which Nazis were being trained with 
Molotov Cocktails and other explosives. Ling 
said the Special Branch had interviewed him but no 
charges were forthcoming. Shortly afterwards Ling 
left his family and disappeared. 
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During this time bombs went off in several dif- 
ferent places including outside the, then, new 
premises of the Jewish Chronicle in London and 
the home of Peter Griffiths, the racist MP for 
Smethwick. On the same night a leg of one of the 
main electrical supply pylons supplying the mid- 
lands car industry was damaged. All three explo- 
sions were affected by the use of plastic bombs. 

The aim of the Griffiths bombing was to cause 
white people to think it had been carried out by 
black militants and then, while still angry, they 
would find their factories shut because of the lack 
of electricity and would consequently go into the 
streets and the whole thing would turn into a very 
serious race riot. It failed because Griffiths was out 
for the evening and was not injured, and although 
one leg of the pylon was damaged, it held and the 
supply did not fail. 

Ling surfaced amongst anumber of Nazi activists 
on the South Coast some time later. From there he 
has been one of the key organisers of what was to 
become known in 1970 as Column 88. 

The main reason for Column 88’s formation was 
the fact that the swastika had been betrayed by 
what Ling calls the ‘Prima Donnas of the Right’ 
like Colin Jordan, who had, in the face of the Race 
Relations Laws, pulled down the swastika and 
dropped the name National Socialist. 

Ling puts it this way: they were not beaten by 
the onslaughts of their traditional enemies, the 
Jews and the left or the state, but by the lack of 
courage of those within. 

A large group of former members of the National 
Socialist Movement who were appalled at Jordan’s 
retreat in 1968 formed the under-cover National 
Socialist Group, at that time known as the NSG. 
It was led by David Courtney, alias Simon Gifford, 
until a number of its active members were arrested 
on firearms charges. One case included machine 
guns and astockpile of spare parts and ammunition; 
another, explosives and ammunition. Although 
formed outside Jordan’s British Movement, it did 
have his active co-operation in that he handed over 
names and addresses of those keen to stay loyal 
Nazis. After its exposures and the arrests NSG 
virtually folded up with some members joining the 
National Front but others being picked up by 
Column 88. (At least one member of the NSG was 
active in Monday Club circles shortly afterwards). 

Ling’s views have appeared in articles in the 
Swedish Nazi press in recent years. 

Ling and others resolved that the way to keep 
their ideas alive was to work completely in an 
undercover way. Accepting no recruits but taking 
on only those whom they had cleared as safe bets 
and forming them into cells. Orders are transmitted 
by tape recordings, those higher up the ladder 
_ thereby not being in danger of exposure. Their 
efforts are obviously pleasing to their Nazi friends 
abroad who have sent in key personnel to visit 
them from time to time to help them with long 
term planning. Apart from their tapes they hold 
secret meetings and training sessions for what they 
term their Special Sections. Propaganda films are

also shown to small select groups. Code names are 
often used, taken mainly from the heroes of the 
SS and early German Nationalists. One of their 
members told us that it was not their politics that 
bound them sostrongly as their belief in the occult. 
Norse pagan ceremonies make up a good deal of 
the activities. Their long term objectives are to 
have their members in places of influence across 
the whole spectrum of the Right, from Monday 
Club to the National Front, and to slowly but 
surely make sure National Socialism is not only not 
forgotten but also edges ahead bit by bit within 
these groups. (Two years ago a scandal broke inside 
the Directorate of the National Front when two 
leading members were accused of attending a Hitler 
Birthday Party that Column 88 had a hand in 
organising). 

Column 88’s Special Sections. are trained along 
strict military lines to engage in guerrilla warfare. 
Links between leading members and Right wing 
Palestinian groups have been reported and finance 
for some of their travels abroad has come from 
Arab sources. 

Column 88 are now accepted abroad as the most 
trustworthy and secure of the Nazi groups in this 
country, so it must have been a terrible blow when 
their plans for this year’s Hitler Birthday Party 
were exposed in the press and on television. 

Last summer when the New European Order, 
the top set-up of the International Nazis, had its 
plans for their annual conference in Barcelona 
spoilt, they managed to go ahead with secret talks 
which included a party from Column 88. These 
meetings resolved that funds from richer groups in 
Spain and Italy would be channelled to the less 
prosperous ones and they in turn could pass them 
on to needy groups on the extreme Right who 


cannot collect publicly because of their illegal or 
semi-illegal nature. 

Last year’s Hitler’s Birthday Party was both a 
political and a security victory for them; they 
spread a story for the ears of Special Branch that 
they were going to Belgium, and then, whilst 
the ports were watched for them leaving, they 
gathered in Wiltshire with Germans, Italians, 
French and Spanish supporters, including Martin 
Bormann’s nephew, to toast the birth of their 
spiritual leader, Adolf Hitler. A pagan ritual was 
held at Sunrise at Stonehenge. Security was very 
tight, to the extent that the address of the country 
house where the celebration was held was not given 
out. Participants were met at Swindon Station 
and taken by a roundabout route to the house 
which stood in its own grounds. Even the number 
discs on the phones in the house had been removed 
so the number could not be taken. Uniforms were 
worn and an altar of worship to Hitler was set up. 

Column 88 contact lists reveal that they are in 
touch with the Right extremists in Italy responsible 
for the current murders and bombings, with 
Nazi exiles, and in some cases more outwardly 
respectable groups. 

Top men in Column 88 were responsible for the 
stockpile of arms that the National Socialist Move- 


ment had salted away and which escaped detection 
at the time of the Spearhead case in 1962. One can 
only believe that these arms are still tucked away 
in very dangerous hands. 


Like a slowly growing cancer Column 88 spreads 
throughout the Right as do their counterparts in 
Europe, North and South America. It is about time 
the Government took a closer look at them on the 
grounds of preventive medicine. 


Although we think they are still small in numbers. 
In their role of co-ordinating certain aspects of 
security on the Right they have been, to date, very 
successful. Events at a meeting in the North would 
be in the hands of their Security Development 
within hours of the meeting taking place. Thorough 
checks on the people they recruit are almost 
certainly carried out by a key member who is a 
private detective. 


One must close with the question of their 
infiltrators in other organisations. How many are 
still in the top echelons of the National Front? 


Their motto, ‘‘Loyalty is our Honour’, was that 
of the SS and many members stay not out of 
loyalty but out of fear of what would be done to 
them if they reveal the secrets of this group of 
vicious Nazis. 


COLUMN 88 INSTRUCTION TAPE 


Greetings comrades! as one National Socialist to 
another let us first evoke the big rock principle on 
which we both stand. Our honour is called loyalty. 
The talk that follows is confidential and is specifi- 
cally aimed at assisting the National Socialist who 
wishes to serve his cause by placing his foot on the 
first rung of the ladder of command responsibility. 


Origin, Function and Purpose of Column 8& 


Column 88 arose out of the prime need to establish 
national socialism in a country where the heuten- 
kreuz flag had been struck, and organised national 
socialism arbitarily disbanded. 

That a relatively few, mainly young and in- 
experienced enthusiasts, attempted unsuccessfully 
to maintain the national socialist presence for a 
while, on that there still existed some small or 
regional national socialist groups who had in the 
main isolated themselves in the original struggle 
in this country, could in no way alter the fact that 
once the leaders of that organised struggle had 
symbolically stripped themselves of their uniforms, 
and abandoned their flag, they had by this token 
abandoned and surrendered to the enemy a hard 
fought position that had taken years of planning 
and effort to carry out. 

When the complete history of national socialism 
in Britain comes to be written, make no doubt 
about one thing, it will be recorded there that when 
the position of national socialist struggle went 
under in the second half of the 1960s, it did so not 
because of the onslaught of a superior enemy, but 
because it had been betrayed and sold from within.

If we continue to use this military analogy, 
Column 88 should be seen and understood as an 
advanced guard, a special force sent into territory 
that was abandoned years ago to the enemy. 

Our first task, quite simply, is to re- -establish 
posts or strong points and then to hold them. If we 
carry out both these tasks and further augment 
our strength by providing rallying points for 
stragglers and surviving groups from the old pre- 
1968 formations; as well as encouraging to join our 
ranks those old inveterate fighers, who for want of 
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anything better, can be found serving today with 
one of the varying national units that now inhabit 
this political territory — I repeat if we can do this 
successfully — then we shall have made it possible 
for these relatively small strong points to coalesce 
one day into one potent political force. 

In short we shall have laid the foundations for a 
new party organisation in Britain. 

It would then as I see it be a subject for the 
combined cell leaders and command staff of 
Column 88 to sit down and hammer out in full 
conference, the precise forms that that new party 
structure takes. However, that is for the future. 
We have to begin again at the beginning. 

Our task now is to re-establish those national 
socialist positions to create regional Nazi cells 
wherever possible. Let us therefore study the 
means of going about this first task. 

At the outset it is essential that every cell leader 
understands his duty and primary function, and I 
also think it is necessary to see his role in historical 
perspective. 

Neither open national socialism in Britain in the 
early 1960s, nor the original NSDAP in Germany 
in the early 1920s, was able to burst forth onto the 
political scene in their respective countries, without 
there first being in existence an ideologically 
determined infra-structure which both the NSDAP 
and the NSM in Britain were able to call upon, 
harness and fortify as their respective power bases. 

In the case of the Germany party it was the 
many and varied nationalist associations and racial 
secret societies, and above all the para military 
Frei Korps formations, which at once provided the 
young NSDAP with vast regional support, and 
more to the point, with a cold ruthless trained 
fanatisism to match and actually route the most 
sustained and bloody red opposition yet seen 
outside the Soviet Union. 

In exactly the same, but much smaller way, the 
national socialist movement in England did not 
suddenly ascend the political stage in 1962 purely 
as a result of some decision on Jordan’s part. 

No! — the national socialist movement as a 
separate entity had already existed in embryonic 
form for at least a year before its birth, that is in 
the shape of an avowedly military Nazi faction 
within the old British National Party. 

It should be remembered here that Spearhead, 
whose membership was once over 95% Nazi, 
originated as a defence unit and special action 
commando of the BNP, and after the split in that 
organisation in January 1962 transferred its 
membership and name over into the National 
Socialist Movement, and even this was not the 
beginning of the story. 

The original British National Party itself had 
_ been brought into existence and inaugurated as a 
result of negotiations between racialist groups and 
parties, that were themselves brought to the 
conference table by virtue of the unstinting efforts 
of the various Nazi agents within their respective 
groups, who were all working to a brief laid down 
by the Nazi underground.

Yet once again in the rither pathetic history 
of British Racial patriotism, and after weeks of

for 10 years -- a man moreoever known and respected and 
trusted throughout the world, and one who was one of 
Colin g’rdan's principal Pront-Line Officers many years 
before the present National Chairman of British MOvement 
had dreamed of entering politics. 

Moreoever, the latter must have known fully well 
that the only manner in which the enemy could interfere 
with this crucial development was to attempt to STOP 
that camp, and we will wish to know a great deal about 
the two “independent” sources who have made this allegation.

Thus, when you have grasped the historical 
process, the function and purpose of the Nazi cell 
should be more readily apparent to you. The cell 
system that is employed by Column 88 today, is 
directly based upon the work and experience of 
the old regional parties and groups, including Frei 
Korp type formations that formed the basis of the 
Nazi underground in Britain, from the end of 
World War II until 1960. 

There is however this difference. We would 
indeed be fools if we were not to take advantage 
of the hindsight which is one of the very few 
positive legacies bequeathed us by the collapse of 
organised National.Socialism in the late 1960s. The 
mistakes made before then can be seen today in a 
light that is glaring, there is therefore no justifi- 
cation in repeating them. 

Gross personal ambition, often defined as the 
Fuhrer complex, political opportunism and a 
complete inability to measure up to the problems 
of security, were the three commonest evils that 
accompanied organised national socialism in 
Britain, until it was disbanded. 

For this reason Column 88 has adopted the far 
more efficient cell system as the basic preliminary 


ground structure for the re-organisation of national 
socialism in Britain. It thus stands for the central 
direction of aims and effort, as opposed to the old 
multiplicity of aims, and frequent duplication of 
effort. It involves the security department, amongst 
whose functions is the correlation of intelligence 
reports, their central evaluation and immediate 
despatch of all relevant information to every cell 
leader. 

It means one centrally controlled physical 
training unit, envisaged as a permanent cadre for 
the preparation of future Nazi units. It means the 
planned and systematic infiltration of all right 
wing and merely nationalistic organisations, in 
order that a proportion of their total effort be 
harvested for the benefit of national socialism. 

Finally, and above all, it guarantees a degree of 
security hitherto unknown in British national 
socialist groups, since each cell is a separate entity. 
Its members will be under the guidance and direc- 
tion of a cell leader who is himself the only means 
of contact and liason with the command structure 
of Column 88. 

This of course is a general rule and is not hide- 
bound in its enforcement. For example cell mem- 
bers without any of the ordinary interests or apti- 
tudes in one of Column 88’s specialised functions, 
could, at the recommendation of their cell leader, 
find themselves, if they so desired, seconded for 
other duties or responsibilities outside their own 
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cell. But this would only be to that person, his cell 
leader and the command staff of Column 88. 

In the same way it is intended that cell leaders 
who show marked ability, keenness and devotion 
to the cause, would be open to promotion to the 
rank of area commander. But since we have not 
advanced to that stage I will not dwell further 
Upon. 

Equally possible will be promotion to special 
projects, which is classified as command staff 
rank at non-executive level. In due course the 
command staff will itself co-opt new executive 
members into its ranks. 

Having now given an outline of the expansion 
and development side of the Column 88 organi- 
sation, which is the only activity that concerns this 
present discussion, we shall now concern ourselves 
with a summary of the duties and activities that are 
the delegated responsibility of the cell leader. 


The constitution of the cell 


A cell will consist of 2 to 6 other Nazis besides the 
cell leader, and it should be noted that although a 
start may be made with one other man, a complete 
cell will not be recognised by staff command until 
it has a minimum complement of 3 men, that is 
including the cell leader. 


Method of building the cell 


Individuals assessed as suitable by the cell leader 
for inclusion in his cell, will be approached by him 
and invited to form, with him, a Nazi study and 
intelligence unit. He will inform those approached 
in this manner that he is acting under the guidance 
of those engaged in a complete reorganisation and 
restructuring of national socialism in Britain. 

Unlike previous organisations, which through 
lack of security frequently put their members at 
high risk, the new organisational structure will 
guarantee him maximum security. He will be told 
that participation in and membership of the Study 
and Intelligence Unit, here and after referred to as 
the SIU, which in effect means the Nazi cell, will 
constitute an act of registration with a new British 
National Socialist organisation. 

But his personal details will not, repeat, not, be 
passed back to some central record office, they will 
not be known beyond the confines of his cell 
leader and the rest of his SIU. 

The command staff feel that some sort of oath 
should later be made using a copy of Mein Kampf 
for the purpose, in the presence of the cell leader 
and other members of the SIU. 

Promotion of ordinary members to cell leader 
upon the recommendation of the existing cell 
leader, may take place in two eventualities: (a) 
due to residence of individual being transferred 
to another area, where he may qualify to start a 
cell of his own: (b) in the event of the membership 
of the original cell reaching a figure beyond 7, 
when a further sub-division must take place. This is 
known as fission. 

The newly chosen cell leader is permitted to 
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take two other members with him, subject to their 
own agreement, in order to establish a new cell. 
Though at first sight it might appear that the 
original cell seems to lose by this ruling, such is 
not the case in practice, as will be seen. His own 
promotion rating and rank will increase in propor- 
tion to the number of fissions that take place in his 
own cell. 


Cell identity 


Each cell may choose its own code name, either on 
the basis of a unit group decision, or by the choice 
of the cell leader. Subject to clearance by command 
staff in order to avoid duplication. 

The word ‘section’ will act as the group suffix, 
thus examples chosen may be ‘the Brittania section’ 
of the ‘Horst-Wessel’ section. 


Recruitment 


We will now turn to the question that will be on 
the mind of every potential cell leader. Namely, 
what are the opportunities for recruitment? Or, 
where do I start in my search for new blood? 

Let it be said at this point that in the old days 
of the pre-1960 underground Nazi formations in 
Britain, a number of groups were formed and built 
around leaders, who by sheer power of personal 
persuasion and dynamism, coupled with the 
example that they set of utter personal conviction, 
were able to draw people to them from all walks of 
life, often with no political background, and then 
to enthuse these newcomers with an enthusiasm 
and belief in the National Socialist struggle. 

I offer this as an example of what has been 
accomplished by exceptional men in the past. 
Though in the majority of cases today, as indeed 
it was in the past, it is expected that cell leaders 
will avail themselves of the most obvious source 
of new Nazi recruitment, which is by infiltration. 

Infiltration was the commonest method of 
recruitment employed by the pre-1960 Nazi 
underground formations. It was a method that 
never failed to produce continuous: and sometimes 
excellent results. In those days there was no 
legitimate public Nazi propaganda produced at 
all, only a very limited amount of clandestine 
propaganda, which by its very nature excluded the 
possibility of direct follow up recruitment. 

Therefore, recruitment was based on the infil- 
tration method which had been successfully utilised 
by the Ausland organisation agents of the German 
party, working outside their own country in the 
years prior to the war. 

The theory behind the method is simply this — 
why spend time, effort and money in duplicating 
to some extent, and a security risk to yourself, 
work that to a considerable degree is already being 
carried out by existing organisations? 

All the more éxtreme-right wing or nationalist 
organisations are busily engaged on a propaganda 
task of combing or sieving the masses for potential 
supporters and adherenters. As a result they tend 
to attract individuals with intensively nationalistic 
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feelings and strong racial instincts. 
It is admitted that these may still represent quite 
a wide spectrum of views and ancillary loyalties,

but nonetheless having been combed out as it 
were out of the mass of the population, they now 
represent the raw material of valuable iron ore, one 
might say, of which Nazi steel can be extracted. 

For this reason prior to 1960, and again now 
under the direction of Column 88, azents of the 
Nazi underground were sent and are being sent into 
existing organisations to become members for the 
main purpose of recruiting new blood for national 
socialism. That is by approaching men who are to 
their judgement, actual or potential Nazis. 

John Tyndall, amongst many others, was himself 
recruited at the age of 19 by this method. 

I can only repeat that this method was used 
successfully in the 1930s and also in this country 
in the difficult years after 1945 and until 1960, 
and is in use once again now. It can work and it 
does work, and therefore in this reorganisational, 
and largely propaganda stage of Column 88, the 
main weight of positive activity within the cell 
should be directed towards the aim of recruitment 
through infiltration. 

A further responsibility which falls upon the cell 
leader is the gathering and collation of intelligence, 
both from outside and from within the infiltrated 
organisations. 

The motive for the latter is twofold: (a) because 
it has been discovered from long experience 


that information gathered from one cell could 
conceivably, and unknown to them, be of in- 
estimable value to other regional cells in their work 
of recruitment. It requires little imagination to 
perceive this. 

(b) information of an inside character like this 
can invariably be put to propaganda use by the 
Nazi underground. For even in the pre-public 
propaganda stage such information can be of value 
for purely internal propaganda. 

One final word on the subject of intelligence. 
Informing individuals newly recruited that a part 
of their function is to keep their ears open for 
information, could raise the question of dual 
loyalty. In the case of the convinced or old Nazi 
this will not arise, since he knows without question 
that he only has one loyalty. His loyalty to the 
cause of National Socialism and the blood brother- 
hood of the race. 

For a new young recruit it would be a different 
matter. If he is already a member of some right 
wing organisation, he may feel he owes this parent 
body some loyalty also. In such cases it should be 
explained that it is not possible for a National 
Socialist to admit to an equal loyalty, but it is 
permissable to have a lesser loyalty. 

As an example it should be pointed out that 
every politician is expected to be loyal to his party, 
but no one ever ought to place party before 
national interest or the good and well being of his 
own race.

When he was 
tracked down and interviewed by a reporter from 
the local newspaper Post Echo he said:

Anyone who does place such party loyalties first 
is no better than a cheap jack democratic par- 
liamentarian of Tory or Labour vintage. 

Any new member who does raise such an issue 
as dual loyalty, should also be told that all infor- 
mation so gained from another organisation 
will only be used to further the aims of, and to 
strengthen, national socialism. 

If however the nationalist organisation to which 
you belong is showing, or may show in the future, 
signs of wavering or selling out in the face of the 
enemy, either by turning its back on its racial 
principles, by doing a deal and amalgamating with 
reactionary conservatives; or maybe even by 
fundamentally amending its constitution in order 
to attract the more liberal voter, then you will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that your presence is a 
guarantee that some good men will be salvaged 
from the wreakage of a once honest party. 

Finally when any party starts compromising its 
principles it deserves no loyalty anyway. 

Since we as National Socialists put so much 
emphasis on loyalty, the command staff are in 
favour of an oath being taken at some time for 
each member in the presence of his unit.

occupations. At the start of Behind the mirror 
Lorenz recalls that he first started thinking along 
these lines when he was elected to Kant’s old 
professorship at the University of Kénigsberg in 
1940. 

Lorenz, however, does not mention the first 
published account of his new thoughts: ‘Die 
angeborenen Formen méglicher Erfahrung’ (The 
innate forms of possible experience), published in 
Zeitschrift fur Tierpsychologie (Journal of Animal 
Psychology) in 1943. 

The twin images of Lorenz’s geese and Nazism 
coincided in this paper, as Lorenz gave his scientific 
theories an obvious, and deliberate, Nazi gloss. 

Like in Behind the mirror, Lorenz started his 
1943 paper by outlining his views on animal 
behaviour. Then, as now, he had many interesting 
things to say about animal instincts, behaviourism, 
natural observation and the different categories of 
animal responses. 

However, Lorenz has never been content to 
confine himself to his animal studies. He uses them 
as a base to pronounce on the condition of man.

Konrad Lorenz is the learned professor with the Dr 
Dolittle touch. He has received the highest honours 
for his academic research into animal behaviour, 
including the Nobel Prize in 1974. Through his 
more popular books he has gained a wider repu- 
tation as the man who can talk to the animals. 

There is one compelling image of Lorenz which 
is conveyed by jerky old films and still photo- 
graphs: the younger Lorenz stumping through the 
countryside followed by a procession of waddling 
geese. 

Lorenz had discovered the principles of ‘im- 
printing’; young goslings, separated at an early age 
from their mother, attach themselves faithfully to 
substitute figures. Lorenz’s geese loyally followed 
him through thick and thin. 

The image of Lorenz and his geese is apt. He 
conducted most of his early research in Nazi 
Germany. The image is a reminder that other, more 
serious, goose-steps could be heard at that time 
marching blindly behind a leader. 

Lorenz’s latest book Behind the mirror (pub- 
lished by Metheun) recalls those older memories. 
The aim of the book is to add a modern biological 
description of the mechanisms necessary for 
perception and thought to the philosophy of Kant. a

LORENZ It is true that much of the overt Nazi terminology 
has gone. But much else still remains. 

Lorenz continues to be preoccupied by what he 
calls ‘genetic decay’. Like the Nazis, Lorenz uses 
medical metaphors to describe the alleged sicknesses 
of society: 

The progressive decay of our civilisation is so obviously 

pathological in nature, and so obviously shows the 

symptoms of mental sickness, that it has become a 

categorical necessity to employ the diagnostic methods 

of medical science. (p.18). 

The medical theme is more than a mere analogy. 
Lorenz believes that modern man is degenerating 
genetically: “Home sapiens is presently in a state 
of rapid genetic evolution. This is confirmed by 
his marked increase in height and by various other 
symptoms of man’s self-domestication” (p.180). 

In writing this Lorenz is directly recalling his 
Nazi period. The 1943 article, as well as an earlier

Lorenz’s paper was redolent with Nazi tech- 
nology. There were constant references to the need 
to build a strong folk-culture (Kultervolk) in order 
to defend the folk-community ( Volksgemeinschaft) 
against the dangers of ‘genetic decay’. According to 
Lorenz in 1943 “‘tolerance against moral inferiors 
is a grave danger to the folk-community”’. 

Lorenz’s 1943 paper included a section entitled 
‘The worth of racial purity’; and he asserted that 
the destruction of civilisation could only be 
prevented by “racial politics based upon science”’. 

Just to emphasise the point, Lorenz included a 
quotation from Schopenhauer that blonde hair and 
blue eyes provided the basis of civilisation. Lorenz 
added: ‘‘Here the great philosopher through his 
genious has anticipated what modern genetics has 
been able to establish exactly’, especially “‘in 
relation to the blue eyes of the Nordic race’’. 

Lorenz included illustrations of ideal physical 
types and even a racist cartoon to back up his 
arguments. 

What is the purpose of raking up Lorenz’s past 
misdemeanours? Would it not be more charitable 
to draw a veil over the way this distinguished 
scientists nazified his science more than thirty 
years ago? 

Lorenz in Behind the mirror has shown once 
more that it is no easy matter to subtract the Nazi 
element from his work. In common with his other 
recent books, On aggression and Civilised man’s 
eight deadly sins, Behind the mirror returns directly 
to some of the central themes in his early Nazi- 
influenced papers.

Nazified article published in 1940, were concerned 
above all else with Lorenz’s view that genetic decay 
was a product of ‘self-domestication’. Luxurious 
living had caused man to become effete and soft. 
The scientific race policy would cure this by 
creating a more virile breed. 

Unlike the earlier papers, Behind the mirror is 
somewhat cagey about the ways to combat civili- 
sation’s decay. However, Lorenz promises that 
the problem will be discussed in a future book. 

Nevertheless the groundlines are contained in 
Behind the mirror. Lorenz believes that there 
should be separate cultures competing with one 
another; such competition is ‘“‘essential to the 
advance of mankind”’ (p.195). 

According to Lorenz, there is “‘a remarkable 
resemblance between the emergence of species and 
that of independent cultures’’ (p.193). Moreover 
the existence of separate cultures prevents inter- 
breeding between cultures (p.209). Because cultural 
and genetic evolution “‘constantly interact” (p.180), 
the conclusion to Lorenz’s logic would seem 
to be that cultural separateness will lead to racial 
separateness. Salvation therefore is to be sought in 
‘pure’ and health races (viz. Lorenz’s use of the 
concept ‘pseudo-speciation’ to describe separate 
cultures). 

It seems that Lorenz’s prescriptions for curing 
genetic decay may no be so different from the 
scientific race policy he supported in Nazi Germany. 

The parallel is particularly striking because 
Lorenz seems to be especially concerned with the 
decay of ‘high’ (as opposed to ‘low’ cultures. He is 
also disturbed because ‘‘the dividing lines between 
cultures are becoming faint or disappearing al- 
together, and ethnic groups throughout the world 
are on the point of coalescing to form a single, 
comprehensive culture embracing all of mankind’’. 
This would be genetic suicide for mankind. 

The precise degree to which Behind the mirror 
reproduces the Lorenz of 1943 is a matter for 
debate. Nevertheless, what is beyond question is 
that Lorenz’s present views strike a chord with 
contemporary Nazi and fascist ideology. 


The fears of ‘one-world culture’ genetic decay 
and modern effeteness, together with praise for 
racial distinctiveness, manliness and the eugenic 
breeding of healthy stocks, are all to be found in 
National Front propaganda. It is no coincidence 
that Lorenz has retained the admiration of con- 
temporary fascists. 

For instance, just after receiving the Nobel Prize, 
Lorenz was accorded another honour: the Schiller 
Prize of the German People. If this prize is hardly 
as well-known as the Nobel Prize, it is because it 
is awarded by a small German neo-Nazi group. 
Significantly Lorenz did not decline to accept this 
‘honour’. 

Lorenz’s last popular book, Civilised man’s 
eight deadly sins, was very warmly reviewed by 
Spearhead, the National Front magazine. Spearhead 
described it as: 


“‘a valuable book, which can give no comfort to the 
traditional supporters of capitalism or communism. 
It will make worthwhile reading for all thoughtful 
nationalists” (May, 1975). 


It will come as no surprise if the National Front 
find much in Behind the mirror which is to their 
taste. It will be even less of a surprise if they are 
not further delighed by Lorenz’s promised future 
volume. 

One final thought: scientific discoveries, as 
much as works of art, may express individual 
personalities and political orientations. Lorenz, 
from his own descriptions in Behind the mirror, 
seems to have been an insufferable prig as a child. 
He seems to have been in the habit of classifying 
his friends as either superiors or inferiors, preferring 
of course the former. He writes that he “sincerely 
respected all forms of tradition and hung on 
the words of my teachers” (p.224). He still is 
“devotedly attached to all outward conventions 
and customs, including things like the wearing of 
academic robes’’. 

If one had to predict what discovery would be 
made by this self-opinionated scientist, one might 
well guess correctly. It seems entirely appropriate 
that Lorenz’s major discovery was how to apply 
the Fuhrer principle to ducks and geese. 


European Nazis Plan to Attack War

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Amongst those signing the Nazi document were 
representatives from Germany, England, France, 
Belgium (Flemish and French). 

The British Movement signitary was none other 
than M. Haine, whom Sear chlight readers will 
remember as the National Front member who sold 
Nazi regalia and NF literature from his stall in 
Brighton, until local anti-fascists successfully drew 
attention to his dealings. 





Last month we gave details of how Nazi propaganda 
material was sent out to people answering the 
advertisement placed in Spearhead, the NF journal, 
by one of their members, Paul Jarvis, under the 
pseudonym of B.M. Thule. 

We return to the subject this month because of 
the interesting additional material we have received 
as a follow-up service by Jarvis. 

The first item of interest is a book list headed 
National Book-Service, requesting that payment be 
made out to Paul Jarvis, and to make sure of the 
Spearhead/NF connection mentioning B.M. Thule. 

Amongst the books offered are Mein Kampf by 
one Adolf Hitler, the works of Arnold Leese the 
notorious British pre-war Nazi, Rockwell Report: 
American Nazi Party publication, and the works of 
Mussolini’s theorist, Luigi Villari. 
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No doubt its a question of the Spearhead staff 
wearing their “youthful indiscretions” on their 
sleeves. 

Paul Jarvis is a young man who makes frequent 
visits to Germany and has contacts with the Nazi 
youth movement, the Viking Jugend. He obviously 
thinks that the youth of Britain needs an equivalent 
movement and has accordingly launched the 
Viking Youth, along with a newsletter called 
Young Folk.

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The “Faith” of “Rev” Brian Williams 


The Birmingham Evening Mail recently ran two 
features concerning the activities and ambitions of 
“self styled minister of healing Brian Williams’. He 
has apparently been given permission to buy a 
disused cinema, the Beaufort, which will cost him 
£262,000, in order to turn it into a £2,000,000 
faith healing temple. 

Apart from the fact that faith healing has 
enabled Brian Williams to continue living in the 
style to which he has become accustomed (he has 
just bought a £10,000 Daimler and has a £40,000 
country house at Glastonbury, Somerset) there is 
another side to the “‘Rev.”’ Brian Williams saga. 

He just happens to be one of Britain’s leading 
anti-Semites, (see Searchlight 33). 

Since 1969 he has been connected with the 
Christian Militant Alliance which hardly makes 
any pretence about its anti-Semitic position. One 
of its leaflets makes the following claim: ‘‘The 
CMA was formed early in 1969 not only to expose 
sponsored falsehood but to propagate the truth’’. 
Their perculiar concept of truth is revealed in the 
contents of the leaflet concerned. 

It deals with Brian Williams favourite theme — 
the Nazi murder camps and the death of six million 
Jews, both of which he denies. 


The Observer Supplement for Sunday, 22nd September, 
1968, ran an article by one Neal Ascherson on that 
magnetic subject, ‘“‘Adolf Hitler’. In it he states that this 
past menace to international finance was responsible for 
the killing of four and a half million Jews at least. But 
for the past twenty-three years the whole world has been 
told that he killed at least six million Jews. We can 
therefore only construe that one and a half million Jews 
who were thought to be dead have been now found alive. 
Strange there have been no celebrations anywhere! Let 
us therefore gather what evidence we can to indicate 
how many more are in fact still alive, or have since died 
otherwise than at Hitler’s hand. 

Since 1945 the Gentile world has never been for one 
moment allowed to forget the six million Jews alleged 
to have been killed by Hitler in World War II. Even 
memorials have been erected to commemorate these 
“6,000,000 dead’? Jews. World Jewry evidently wants 
maximum publicity for these 6 million Jews. Let us 
therefore turn yet another spotlight on to this matter. 

Here was propaganda material parexcellence. But not 
even all the concentration camps could provide enough 
horrific data. Piles of German air-raid victims were 
photographed as grist to the mill! But there is a saying 
about the mills of God. 


In a pamphlet issued by Williams in 1973 from 
a Birmingham address, /t Never Happened After 
All, he developed the theme further, if that is 
possible. 


By far the fattest counterfiet cheque ever drawn on the 
world’s credulity concerns the alleged Nazi massacre of 
six million Jews. It has completely falsified modern 
history. As counterblasts to possible exposure of the 
twentieth century’s biggest and most brazen lie, so- 
called war criminals are still being ferreted out in their 
dotage and put on mock, show trial. One such prisoner 
when charged with gassing 400,000 Polish Jews is 
quoted as stating, ““You may question me about what I 
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have done. I have a good conscience. I have not caused 
harm to anyone.” Is there any possibility that this was 
true? 

The International Red Cross had organised contacts 
with the German concentration camps from September 
1939 until final chaos, when Germany’s transport 
system was reduced to a shambles. This august body 
knew all about how these camps were run, and gave 
praise where it was due. They knew nothing of gas 
chambers and mass extermination, but they did record 
at least one case where Jewish internees were better fed 
than the tight-rationed Germans. In his startling book, 
The World Conquerors, published in 1958, the brilliant 
Hungarian novelist, playwright and poet, Louis Mar- 
schelko, calls the story of the six million Jewish ‘‘mar- 
tyrs’’ world blackmail. Among many things he mentions 
a lie-factory set up on German soil on the cessation of 
hostilities. His book is neither in bookshop or library. 
Jewish pornography is more suited to dupes who have 
just lost an Empire as a result of winning a war. 


Interestingly enough the International Red Cross 
issued a statement in March firmly denying any 
truth in statements attributed to them. 
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Final proof, it any be needed, is available in the 
book list issued by Brian Williams in February 
1977 which contains the notorious anti-Semitic 


? forgery, The Protocols of Zion: An Outline. 


Interest is of course aroused by the scale of 
operations mounted by Williams in Birmingham, 
and who his backers are. 

Another point to consider in view of his long 
anti-Semitic and racist record, is the use to which 
the centre will actually be put. 

There may well be a case for the charity com- 
missioners taking a good hard look at the activities 
of Mr Brian Williams.

PAPERS SAY 





Martin Webster spends most of his column in the 
last (March) issue of the NF journal Spearhead 
attempting to wriggle round the embarrassing visit 
of Ku Klux Klan leader David Duke to Britain. 

Most of the article concerns a complicated tale 
about how the Birmingham local radio station 
BRMB attempted to “‘trick’”’ Webster into a conver- 
sation on the air with the dreaded Duke. Duke’s 
KKK connection, Webster asserted, made it ‘‘quite 
impossible” for ‘‘National Front officials” to meet 
him. 

Well, of course, this may be so. It is interesting, 
however, that Webster refers to NF “‘officials’’. 
Because, of course, NF members have been hob- 
nobbing away with Duke like there’s no tomorrow. 
NF and YNF members attended a League of St. 
George meeting (chief attraction: a film called 
The Swastika) addressed by Duke at the Kensington 
Library on 3 March, as revealed in last month’s 
Searchlight. 

And on 20 March, Duke met a number of Front 
members at the Horse and Jocky pub in Sutton 
Coldfield, as revealed in the Sutton Coldfield News. 
Duke stayed with an NF member in Tamworth, 
and among the prominent Frontmen who met him 
were Keith Saxon, Front candidate in Erdington, 
and David Goddard, Midland YNF organiser. 

In that context, Webster’s other remarks about 
Duke make interesting reading: 


“TI saw him in action for the first time on the BBC] 
TV Tonight programme. His articulate, intelligent quick- 
wittedness and above all his quiet courtesy totally 
demolished the ill-informed and artifically aggressive 
little berk who was set to interview him. Many of the 
comments that I heard Mr Duke make on TV and radio 
interviews or read in newspapers contained a substantial 
element of truth.” 


Later, Webster refers to Duke’s supposed “‘intel- 
ligence and charm” and states that it is only Duke’s 
“KKK connection” which made it impossible for 
the Front leaders to meet him. 

We would remind our readers that Duke’s 
remarks at the Kensington Library included the 
following intelligent and charming gems: “People 
over here think we go out lynching niggers at 
night. We don’t — we save that for weekends .. . 
But while we have to deal with the Blacks we 
know who our real enemy is — it’s the Jews’. 

Apparently it’s not these views that Webster 
objects to: only the organisation to which Duke 
belongs. And the real reason why the Front objects 
to the KKK is also made clear by Webster when he 
says that the revelation of any connection would 
be “embarrassing to the NF’’. 


Elsewhere in Spearhead, the NF expressed grave 
concern about what it describes as “‘totalitarian- 
style indoctrination” apparently going on in 
Britain’s schools. A document on multi-racial 
education is accused of “openly advocating brain- 
washing to manipulate young children’s attitude 
on race’’. 

Now we can readily understand why the NF 
should object to teachers trying to promote racial 
harmony in the classroom; after all, the Front aims 
to stir up hatred and violence. But what it is a little 
difficult to take is the assumption that the NF takes 
a general stand against ‘‘political indoctrination” in 
schools. 

After all, was it not NF Chairman John Tyndall 
who wrote in his pamphlet Six Principles of British 
Nationalism that schools should “‘instill into youth 
the basic principles of patriotism’ by ‘‘a full and 
vivid teaching of British and Imperial history from 
the standpoint of national achievement”? Was it 
not Tyndall who, in the same pamphlet, called for 
the revival of National Service (with its “‘emphasis 
on smartness and discipline and the values of man- 
hood’’) and indeed compulsory “‘labour service” 
as well? 

And is it not the Great Leader who in this very 
issue of Spearhead states that children should indeed 
be indoctrinated in the principles of ‘‘patriotism to 
race and homeland’”? (By which, of course, Tyndall 
means hatred of Blacks and Jews). 

The anti-multi-racialism article starts with the 
words ‘the ultimate in hypocrisy”. Obviously, 
those words are not intended to describe the article 
itself. Equally obviously, they do.

The NF’s militarist obsessions lead to another 
interesting little irony in the same Spearhead. 
A couple of articles deny — with some heat — that 
the NF is a violent organisation; and Spearhead 
reprints an NF letter to the East Kent Mercury, 
denying the charge that ‘‘the National Front, which 
is the only Party making an uncompromsing stand 
for law and order, stands instead for violence’’. 

How droll, then, to turn back a page or two, and 
find John Hiddleston of Belfast referring to “those 
of us who have seen action with the National 
Front”’ and to go on to talk of ‘“‘a resurgence of 
fighting spirit’ in Britain. 

Fall in, chaps.

- Rather more serious, however, is a piece later in 


Spearhead which exposes NF infiltration into 
the Post Office. Even allowing for typical NF 
exaggeration, this article raises important questions 
for the UPW: 


“National Front supporters working in Enfield Post 
Office in North London have so far collected £950.000 
to pay election deposits for NF candidates in the next 
General Election. This can finance the deposits in six 
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constituencies . . . Whenever the election is called, this 
dedicated group of supporters will have raised well over 
£1,000 for the National Front. 

“Said one supporter: ‘While Tom Jackson continues 
to spout all his rubbish about ‘the labour movement’ 
combatting racialism, we just carry on raising money to 
promote more of itl |

And finally in Spearhead, it’s euphemism time 
again. We have long noted the way in which a 
whole parade of coy words and phrases are trotted 
out by the NF to avoid the use of that distressing 
word “Jew”. The fact that “alien”, ‘‘minority’’, 
“East European’’, “cosmopolitan”? and ‘‘Zionist”’ 
mean nothing more or less than “‘Jewish’’ is shown 
clearly by two little comments by the NF on the 
Ilford by-election. 

In one, we see Ilford described as “‘the most 
Zionist-inhabited constituency in the country’’, 
and in the other the borough is characterised as 
being “extremely cosmopolitan’’. 

Now, unless the NF have access to surveys of 
Jewish political opinion in Ilford, we can only 
conclude that ‘‘Zionist-inhabited’’ does not mean 
that there is a substantial body of support for 
the State of Israel among the Ilford population. 
It means, simply, that there are a lot of Jews. 
Similarly, Ilford’s extreme cosmopolitanality clearly 
does not mean that the place is infested by Italians, 
Greeks, Australians and !Armenians. It means, once 
again, that there is a large Jewish population. 

So, when the NF pamphlet How To Combat 
Red Teachers claims that ‘“‘the National Front has 
nothing against Jews who are loyal British subjects. 
It is anti-Zionist”’, it is lying. For the NF, being a 
Jew is being a Zionist. Being ‘‘anti-Zionist” is thus 
being anti-Semitic.

And now, gentle reader, we are off on a little tour. 
We shall, in fact, be starting abroad, so fasten your 
seatbelts and extinguish all cigarettes. Out itinerary 
is provided by a series of illustrations that, like the 
measels, appear to be popping up all over. 

Let us begin with this rather innocent-looking 
logo, which emanates from Marietta, Georgia. It is 
in fact used by the openly-Nazi, virulently anti- 
Semitic Thunderbolt newspaper.

Well, we say “emanates’’. It may not, in fact, for 
(yes, we have already traversed the Atlantic, and 
hope you will fly Searchair again) the same logo is 
used by the British Nazi paper League Review, 
journal of the League of St. George, an organisation 
proscribed (on account of its extremity) by the 
National Front. 

But this proscription does not apply to photo- 
graphic copyright. For in July 1977 the League 
Review reprinted a photograph of this serious- 
minded chap, with the caption ‘“‘A Young National 
Front supporter’’: 





This fierce little fellow, photographed on an NF 
demonstration, has appeared in the public prints 
before. He was featured in the March 1977 issue of 
Spearhead, under the herrenvolkish caption ‘‘The 


Future Belongs To Us’. His appearance in the 
League Review was by no means his last, how- 
ever, for lo and behold, he turns up again (again 
belonging the future) in the latest (March 78) 
issue of British News, the ex-organ of the British 
National Party, which recently, and despite its 
openly-Fascist stance, joined up with the Front. 
We hope that Blondie (or his Mum) is claiming 
royalties. 

We are now, of course, in Leeds, home of British 
News. But we have hardly time to buy a black 
pudding and a postcard before we are whisked off 
again, this time to sunny Spain. For the February 
edition of British News contained this affecting 
cartoon of a brave fighter for race-hatred imprisoned 
by the Race Laws (note the ‘“‘NF” scrawled patheti- 
cally on the wall). 

Why Spain, you ask, as you glide gently across 
the tarmac at Madrid. Well, the reason is that Spain 
is the home of the Cedade, a journal whose front 
and back covers are festooned with swastikas and 
pictures of heroic SS-Men, and whose interior is 
full of merry stuff like eulogies to British Nazi 
William “Lord Haw-Haw” Joyce, described im- 
penetrably as “‘un heroe olvidado’’.

And if you want to know how we are going to 
get back to England’s green and pleasant, then just 
turn back a page or two in Cedade, and there 
you will find this photograph (with the caption 
“El Neuvo Superhombre’’) beneath a picture of 
Neitzsche 








. and, yes, before you knew you’d started, 
you’re back in Leeds. Exactly the same illustration 
(this time with the Caption “If a picture paints a 
thousand words’’) appears in exactly the same issue 
of British News. 

Nice to know what nice friends they all are. We 
trust you had a pleasant journey. Bump. 


The new integration of British News into the NF 
is not restricted to sharing a photo-library. The 
editorial of the March issue states that “if neces- 
sary, Rhodesian forces must take control of their 
country’s destiny’’, an idea first expressed by John 
Tyndall in Spearhead a couple of months ago. And 
there is an interview with Steve Gaunt, YNF Leeds 
organiser. 

Also, the NF are helping their new recruits with 
advertisements for Spearhead and the Front- 
supporting Candour. (Interestingly, the usual ad 
for the League Review has disappeared). 

Other goodies in the March issue include a 
reprint from the new newsheet of the Racial 
Preservation Society (run by Denis Pirie of the 
defunct National Party — which had an electoral 
pact with the BNP) and a full-page, heroic picture 
of Nazi leader Rudolf Hess, resplendent in his 
uniform. 


Elsewhere in the Free Nation, a sad little article by 
Russell Lewis. The NAFF is very keen on the 
democratic processes, of course, but it does have a 
problem when the democratic processes produce 
what it calls a ‘‘totalitarian’’ government (which is 
anything to the left of Sir Keith Joseph). In this 
case, Mr Lewis is trying to explain away the Labour 
landslide of 1945, in a review of a new book on the 
subject. 

Mr Lewis’ extraordinary conclusion is that the 
Tory defeat was due to “the total absorption of 
Conservative energies in winning the war’. The 
‘intellectuals of the right” (including Evelyn 
Waugh and Enoch Powell!) were all busy fighting 
or “bottled up in administration” while “Labour 
had their trade union organisation not merely 
intact but strengthened by the war’. So the 
Labour victory can be explained by the fact that 
all those patriotic Tories were busy licking Hitler, 
while all the workers were sitting at home spreading 
subversion. 

The truth is, of course, that the Labour victory 
was accounted for by the massive socialist vote of 
the troops themselves, who had little confidence 
in their officers and who did not want a return to 
the miseries of the Tory 1930s, miseries that had 
been created precisely by the theories of people 
like Waugh, Powell, and indeed Churchill himself.

GATHERING 


As Birmingham Front 
Defy Webster 


A member of the National Front executive was 
present at asecret meeting of the Nazi organisation, 
the League of St. George, on Friday April 21. The 
purpose of the gathering was to pay homage to 
Adolf Hitler and Britain’s patron saint — St. 
George. 

Two reporters from the Sunday People managed 
to wangle their way into the meeting and write an 
account, but Searchlight is more interested in those 
present apart from KKK recruiter Bob Moates, 
who is linked with David Duke. 

Dr James Warner editor of Christian Vanguard, 
an outspoken racist and pro-Nazi journal that 
regularly carries adverts for speeches by Hitler, 
Goebbels and Lord Haw-Haw (William Joyce), was 
the main speaker. He was as we have previously 
reported one of the organisers of the international 
fascist conference in New Orleans, September 1976. 

Other overseas participants included Walter Pilo 
of Odino Nuovo (New Order) the Italian Nazi 
movement. Roger Spinnewijin, one of the leaders 
of the Vlaamse Militanten Orde (VMO) the Flemish 
Nazi organisation, who is an organiser of the annual 
fascist rally at Diksmuide, Belgium, and a member 
of the French Federation of European Action. 

Amongst the National Front members present 
was the Welsh regional organiser, and Malcolm 
Smith who is a member of the Front’s executive 
committee. Dave McCaulden whom the National 
Union of Journalists, to its credit, refused to accept 
into membership was also in attendance. 

Some of those present, including the overseas 
visitors claimed to have attended a select top level 
Hitler birthday party celebration on the previous 
night, and although the venue wasn’t disclosed it 
was believed to have been held in the Wiltshire area. 

There can be no doubt about the single minded 
purpose of those present. They were united by 
their dedication to the aims and principles of 
national socialism (Nazism) and it will be interesting 
to see precisely what action the National Front will 
take against its leading members who were involved. 

Their response to previous exposures of members 
involvement in similar meetings or activities, 
indicates more approval than condemnation, which 
is only natural for a party whose leadership is 
composed of dedicated Nazis of long standing. 


Webster's Problems 
Last month we reported how some thirty members 
of the Birmingham NF defied Martin Webster by 
turning up to meet KKK man Duke. 

They obviously intend to rub his nose into the 
dirt because this month they have taken defiance 
a stage further. 
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On April 8 the openly Nazi British Movement 
booked a room at the Imperial Hotel for a meeting 
but the venue had to be changed following a leak 
and subsequent complaints to the management. 
The meeting was switched to the Midland Hotel 
and an interesting one it turned out to be. 

According to Searchlight’s very deep throat, 
Webster seems to be having an increasingly difficult 
task maintaining discipline. Some important 
members of the Birmingham NF turned out to be 
in attendance at the supposedly proscribed British 
Movement meeting, and Webster’s name was taken 
in vain on more than one occasion. 

Amongst those present chatting about Webster’s 
manoeuvres were Chris Cox, Harvey Stock, Dave 
Goddard, Mick Miller, Rod Roberts. 

It would seem that the bulky National Activities 
Organiser of the Front can do little or nothing 
about the situation, particularly in view of the fact 
that the Front are putting up 22 candidates for the 
May elections in Birmingham. Any attempt at 
disciplinary action would obviously tear the 
Birmingham NF apart. 

Martin Webster seems to be in what appears to 
be his favourite position these days — over a barrell. 


NF Organiser Claims 
Nazi Extermination 
of Jews a Myth 


The grisly National Front campaign to rehabilitate 
the regime of Adolf Hitler by claiming that the 
Nazi extermination camps did not exist has now 
gone public. Hitherto, the Front has disseminated 
this vile idea through Spearhead (the famous June 
1976 article, which described Auschwitz as ‘‘a tissue 
of lies’’ is an example). Now they are pushing this 
line in the local press. 

On March 17 this year, the Kidderminster Times 
ran aletter from E.W. Carr, Kidderminster organiser 
of the NF, who writes from an address behind a 
chemists shop in High St., Brierley Hill. 

In his letter, Carr refers to “the late German 
National Socialist party extermination myth, 
which falsely claims the gassing of six million Jews 
during the last war’’. 

He goes on to describe the murder of the Jews 
as “‘a ridiculous hoax’’ and a “‘big propaganda lie’’. 

Typically, he uses this slander to mount an 
attack on “international bankers’? (by which he 
clearly means Jews) who are apparently responsible 
for “‘ccommunism, drug addiction, pornography, 
breakdown of law and order, false philosophies, 
parasitic and other degenerate diseases in our 
midst’’. 

The NF have hitherto restricted this kind of 
obscenity to their own publications. When a local 
organiser seeks to convince the public at large that 
Hitler didn’t kill any Jews, then we are moving into 
new and sinister territory.

And 
all that of course was long before Auschwitz and 
Lidice and Coventry and Bab Yar and Oradour 
ClGCUCewCUC,

cluding the British) at Nuremberg were wrong in 
declaring and condemning all Nazi organisations 
as criminal and explicitly warning all civilised 
people everywhere to do their utmost to prevent a 
Nazi menace from ever rising again.

Your magazine performed a valuable service in exposing the weakness of Ludovic Kennedy’s interviewing of 
Martin Webster in the Tonight programme of 19 December. It is now clearer than ever that there is a great deal 
of muddled thinking in the BBC (not to mention most of the rest of the media) about how best to respond to 
the neo-Nazi National Front. 

When I wrote (on December 24) to the Producer of Tonight complaining (1) that he shouldn’t have had a man 
like Webster on his programme in the first place, and (2) that the interviewer was ludicrously uninformed, I 
received a reply which included the following: 

‘“‘The National Front, while a minority party, has quite legally contested a number of seats in Parliament and 
is surely right for us to examine their policies and opinions to allow the viewer to make up his own mind. We are 
always keenly aware of the need for political.balance in our programmes .. .”’ 

But this hardly squares with the BBC’s own evidence to the Annan Committee, which (as Private Eye recently 
pointed out) said that the BBC should not be impartial between those who advocate racism and those who 
condemn it. 

As regards my second complaint, the reply from Tonight said: ‘As far as the general question of interviewing 
is concerned, searching and critical questions are sometimes put to those being interviewed to help them to 
present their case as forcibly and effectively as possible. The interviewer’s job is to be probing and persistent, and 
not just to give the interviewee the freedom of the air’. 

Now which of these two mutually contradictory sentences are we to take seriously? The first one suggests the 
BBC is willing to help someone like Webster to improve the “‘presentation” of his “‘case’’; the second that the 
BBC will strive to prevent a Webster from keeping hidden his real beliefs (and their implications). 

Your analysis of the Kennedy-Webster interview indicates that the BBC operates according to the first sentence. 
That the BBC pays only lip service to the second sentence was shown clearly not only by your analysis but 
also (and perhaps even more so) by a statement made by Kennedy himself on 11 February. While chairing the 
discussion which followed the BBC2 showing of the film Before Hindsight, Kennedy, speaking of the interviewer’s 
job, declared (and I quote verbatim): ‘Well, we all know a great deal about very — we all know, have a superficial 
knowledge of a very great deal, which is enough for the interview — you know...”

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MERCENARIES — POLICE DRIVE FOR LAW AND ORDER 


REGULATIONS ___ 








The Ministry Of Defence (MOD) are to 
change the Queen’s Regulations for the 
Army in order to legitimate the use of 
troops in national strikes. This change 
will give the military a power which 
parliament clearly did not intend them to 
have when it passed the 1964 Emergency 
Powers Act, under which troops were 
used in the firemen’s strike. In effect, the 
MOD, via the Defence Council (who will 
have to authorise the change), will be 
establishing far-reaching new powers 
without any reference to parliament. 

This decision followed an admission 
by the MOD, after the report in State 
Research Bulletin no. 4, that the use of 


troops in the firemen’s strike was 
contrary to the directives laid down in 
the Queen’s Regulation for the Army 
(Guardian 20/3/78). The Regulations 
state that troops can be used in industrial 
disputes in two situations, under what is 
termed ‘Military Aid to the Civil 
Ministries’ (MACM). The first is when a 
state of emergency is proclaimed under 
the 1920 Emergency Powers Act, ‘in a 
situation where the supply and 
distribution of the essential of life to the 
community are extensively threatened ...’ 
(Reg. J11.004 a.). The second is ‘where 
there is no proclamation and the 
emergency is limited and local, the 
Defence Council may, under the 
Emergency Powers Act 1964, authorise 
Service personnel to be temporarily 
employed on work which the Council 
have approved as being urgent work of 
national importance’ (Reg. J11.004 b., 
our emphasis). 

This latter regulation clearly reflects 
the intention of parliament in passing 
the 1964 Act, but the use of the troops
